Swiss Method of Drying Beans.— 


Pick string beans in their prime, string 
and wash, then string them through 
the middle of the bean on a strong 
doubled cotton thread a yard and a 
half long, using a needle. String them 
close, then drop them Into boiling wa- 
ter for 15 minutes, then dip iu, cold 
water and hang in, the sun to dry. Pro- 
tect; from the flies with netting and 
bring them in before the dew falls. 
Two or three sunny days will dry them. 
They are to b$ soaked before using, 
but the dried flavor Is very attractive. 


Corn Chowder.—Take a quart each 


of corn, either fresh, dried or canned, 
a quart of potatoes, a three-inch cube 
of salt pork, a sliced onion. Dice the 
pork and fry until brown, add the onion 
and a few tablespoonfuls of the corn, 
cook until a light brown. By remov- 
ing the crisp bits of pork they will not 
overcook and may be put back later. 
Add the potatoes and rest of the corn 
in a quart of water and cook until the 
potatoes are tender, then add a pint of 
milk, a little butter and six milk crack- 
ers that have been soaked in hot milk. 
Season well with salt and pepper and 
serve hot.

By remov­ 
ing the crisp bits of pork they will not 
overcook and may be put back later. 
Add the potatoes and rest of the corn 
In a quart of water and cook until the 
potatoes are tender, then add a pint of 
milk, a little butter and six milk crack­ 
ers that have been soaked in hot milk. 
Season well with salt and pepper and 
serve hot.

Washington.—Although the Ameri- 


can Red Cross has more than 700 sal- 
aried employees in Its headquarters 
lln Washington, and the cost of con- 
ducting its affairs reaches a Very 
high figure each month, absolutely^ 
no money contributed 
to the war 


fund is used for administrative ex- 
penses, according to a statement is- 
sued by Henry P. Davidson, chairman 
of the war council. 


Mr. 
Davidson 
announced 
that 


$6,175,752 have been appropriated for 
actual war work by the war council 
up. to July 31, 1917. 
The total war 


fund subscription paid in on August 1 
amounted 
to $30,037,11613. 
Actual 


disbursements up to that date were 
$2,872,598.64. 


The cost of maintaining the office 


in Washington, it is explained, is met 
by members of the Red Cross 
On 


July 27 there were 2,517,412 members, 
each of whom has contributed to the 
organization, thus making it possi- 
ble for officials to carry on their work 
In an up-to-date business way. The 
•tatement issued says: 


Marvelous Growth in Year. 


"To handle the business of the Red 


Cross a year ago there were 75 em- 
ployees at the Washington headquar- 
ters; today there aro 700 paid em- 
ployees and 61 full-time volunteers. 
Over 3,000 pieces of mail come into 
Red Cross headquarters every day, 
and each must receive attention. 


"The 
full-time 
volunteer 
workers 


who are aiding fn administering the 
affairs of the Red Cross during the 
war include the head of the largest 
copper company in the world, a bank 
president, a railroad 
vj«v> president 


and numerous men of influence nnd 
prominence from all parts of the 
United States. 
The ability and en- 


thusiasm which has been placed free- 
y at the disposal of the Red Cross 
n this situation is one of the most

"Members of the war council and 


thoir staff assistants, together with 
many heads of departments created 
spocmllj for war service, are ser\mg: 
without salary. 


"In addition to the 61 volunteer offi- 


cers or employees at 
headquarters 


giving their full time to the Red Cross 
without salary, the organization on 
July 15 had on its pay roll 43 officers 
or 
employees receiving salaries o1 


$2,000 or ;nore a year. Of the 43. 14 
have been added since the appoint- 
ment of the war council on May 10 
one with a salary of $6,000, one at 
$4,500, one at $4,000, two at $3,000, 
one at S2.700. one at $2,500, three be- 
tween $2,000 and $2,400, and four at 
$2,000. 


Many Give Their Services. 


"Aside from the officers and employ- 


ees 
receiving 
salaries 
of 
$2,000 


or above, all other paid employees at 
headquarters are clerks or messen- 
gers. 
Of the clerks 24 receive sal- 


aries in excess of $100 a month, 33 
are paid $100 a month, and GOT are 
paid loss> than $100 a month. 
Many 


employees receive only nominal sal- 
aries, whereas they are accustomed to 
earn much more. This service is their 
contribution to the Red Cross. 
All 


administration and overhead expenses 
at headquarters are much more than 
met by dues from members of the 
Red Cross. 
Thus the war fund Is 


and will continue to be available for 
actual relief work in Europe as well 
as in this country." 


The statement says It Is the earnest 


desire of the Red Cross that the 
American people, "to whom the Red 
Cross belongs, should know all about 
Its acts and its affairs." 
Praise is 


given for the manner in which offer- 
ings have been made and It is noted 
that the task undertaken by the Red 
Cross to relieve suffering and distress 
is the most stupendous effort of the 
kind in the history of mankind. 


"The accounts of the Red Cross," It 


Is stated, "are regularly audited by 
the war department and an annual 
report is made to congress. But It is 
the purpose of the war council to 
take the people, day by day, as fully 
as possible into its confidence. 
In- 


formation as to R*>d Cross matters 
will accordingly be made public in 
great detail." 


It is stated that the campaign for 


$100,000,000 resulted in subscriptions 
of about that sum. Final returns are 
not yet available, it is said.

FIGHTS CLOSE TO THE EARTH 


British Airman Swoops Down 
Low, 


Bombs Airdrome, Puts Machine 


Gun Out of Action and Die- 


perse* 200 Men. 


British Headquarters In France and 


Belgium.—The work done by the Brit- 
ish air service in the recent offensive 
in Flanders has not been surpassed in 
efficiency 
and spectacular features 


since the war began. 


Many fights occurred between the 


/ival pilots, but the Teutons were com- 
pletely outclassed, both in numbers 
and skill, and were forced to retire at 
most points after losing six machines. 


The majority of these air battles 


were at a height of 200 feet or less, 
nnd in at least one instance the two 
opposing pilots battled to within fifty 
feet of the ground, at which height the 
Gorman sidestepped and crashed to 
the earth. 


The British planes were under con- 


stant and heavy fire, particularly from 
rifles nnd machine guns, owing to the 
lm\ altitude at which they were flying, 
*iut through all this hurricane of lead 
and steel all but three came safely. 
Thes>e are reported missing, and there 
is no indication of \\hat befell them. 


Wonderful heroism was displayed 


bj the British airmen, who performed 
remarkable deeds. 
One typical in- 


stance \\ill indicate the nature of the 
important work they carried out. 
A 


British aviator crossed the Ypres sa- 
lient Just as the infantry attack be- 
gau at dawn. 
, 


One Man Attacks a Force. 


For a time he patrolled the roads 


and canals, now nnd then running the 
gantlet of enemy fire at a height of 
thirty feet in order to obtain Infor- 
mation for the guidance of the Infan- 
try in their advance. During this pa- 
trol work he came to a German air- 
drome. 
Owing to the early hour only 


one enemy was stirring outside the 
shed, and ho paused In his ablutions 
only long enough to satisfy 
himself 


that the plane above him evidently 
was one of his own. 


The British airman circled low and 


dropped a bomb squarely on one of the 
sheds. This brought numbers of Ger- 
mans tumbling In a panic from the 
buildings. He turned his machine gun 
on them, and, circling about the field, 
bombed two other sheds with disas- 
trous effect. All the time he kept up 
a steady stream of machine-gun fire 
at the Germans, a number of whom 
were killed or wounded. 


Alone, Disperses 200 Men. 


The Germans finally got a machine 


gun into action against him, but he 
dived and at twenty feet silenced It 
with his • own gun. 
Having put their 


gun out of action, he circled the field, 
Irfng with his machine gun through' 
the doors of buildings at the huddled 


nemy within. At one time his ma- 


chine actually touched the ground. 


Leaving the airdrome, the British 


aviator attacked two German mounted 
officers and put them to flight. A 
ittle later he encountered a column 
of 200 troops and swept along the line, 
with his gun working steadily. 
The 


entire column was dispersed and fled 
by devious ways to cover, leaving 
numbers of their comrades lying In 
the road. 
' 


Two German battle planes appeared 


on the scene and the Briton engaged 
hem both, sending one to earth and 
putting the other to flight. He pur- 
sued the fleeing plan^ but It was soon 
ost in the clouds. 


Pumps Lead Into Troop Train. 


In the meantime a large body of Ger- 


man soldiers had gathered around the 
machine 
which 
had 
been brought 


down. 
The British flying man came 


sweeping back 
from 
the mists in 


vhich he had hidden and accounted 
or several of their number with his 
machine gun. 


His next objective was a troop train. 


He traveled along Its entire length, 
Dumping bullets Into the crowded 
cars. Later he did valuable scouting 
^ ork over the enemy lines. 


Numerous instances are related of 


pilots charging the anti-aircraft gun- 
ners and machine-gun operators at a 
height of thirty or forty feet and sl- 
encing the guns. Pistol duels between 
he British aviators and the German 
nfantry were not uncommon occur- 
ences. In one instance a young avia- 
or, in a burst of chivalry, deliberately 
topped his machine gun when a Ger- 
nan officer drew his pistol and began 
hootiftc at him and engaged the en- 
my with his own pistol, apparently 
eeling that he had no right to take 
n unfair advantage of his opponent. 
?he aviator's pistol was sufficient, 
lowever.

“The accounts of the Red Cross,” It 
Is stated, “are regularly audited by 
the war department and an annual 
report Is made to congress. But It Is 
tho purpose of the war council to 
take the people, day by day, as fully 
as possible into Its confidence.

BOY SURVIVES SNAKE BITE 


British Headquarters In France and 
Belgium,—Tho work done by the Brit­ 
ish air service In Uie recent offensive 
In Flanders has not been surpassed In 
efilclency 
and 
spectacular 
features 
since the war began. 
Many fights oecurred between the 
/ival pilots, but the Teutons were com­ 
pletely outclassed, both In numbers 
and skill, and were forced to retire at 
most points after losing six machines. 
The majority of these air battles 
were at a height of 200 feet or less, 
and in at least one Instance the two 
opposing pilots battled to within fifty 
feet of the ground, at which height the 
Gernum sidestepped and crashed to 
the earth. 
The British planes were under con­ 
stant and lieavy fire, particularly from 
rifies and machine guns, owing to the 
low altitude at which they were flying, 
but through all this hurricane of lead 
and steel all but throe came safely. 
These are reported missing, and there 
is no indication of what befell them. 
Wonderful heroism was displayed 
by the British airmen, who performed 
remarkable deeds. 
One typical In­ 
stance will Indicate the nature of the 
Important work they carried out. 
A 
British aviator crossed the Ypres sa­ 
lient just as the infantry attack be­ 
gan at dawn. 
One Man Attacks a Force. 
For a time he patrolled tlio roads 
and canals, now and then running the 
gantlet of enemy fire at a height of 
thirty feet in order to obtain infor­ 
mation for the guidance of the infan­ 
try in their advance. During this pa­ 
trol work he came to a German air­ 
drome. 
Owing to the early hour only 
one enemy was stirring outside the 
shod, and ho paused In his ablutions 
only long enough to satisfy himself 
that the plane above him evidently 
was one of his own. 
The British airman circled low and 
dropped a bomb squarely on one of the 
sheds. 
This brought numbers of Gei^ 
mans tumbling in a panic from the 
buildings. He turned his machine gun 
on them, and, circling about the field, 
bombed two other sheds with disas­ 
trous effect. 
All the time he kept up 
a steady stream of machine-gun fire 
at the Germans, a number of whom 
were killed or wounded. 
Alone, Disperses 200 Men. 
The Germans finally got a machine 
gun Into action against him, but he 
dived and at twenty feet silenced it 
with his*own gun. 
Having put their 
gun out of action, he circled the field, 
firing with his machine gun through 
tho doors of buildings at the huddled 
enemy within. 
At one time his ma­ 
chine actually touched the ground. 
Leaving the airdrome, the British 
aviator attacked two German mounted 
ofilcers and put them to flight. 
A 
little later he encountered a column 
of 200 troops and swept along the line, 
with his gun working steadily. 
The 
entire column was dispersed and fled 
by devious ways to cover, leaving 
numbers of tholr comrades lying in 
the road. 
' 
Two German battle planes appeared 
on the scene and the Briton engaged 
them both, sending one to earth and 
putting the other to flight. 
He pur­ 
sued the fleeing planq» but It was soon 
lost In the clouds. 
Pumps Lead Into Troop Train. 
In the meantime a largo body of Ger­ 
man soldiers had gathered around the 
machine 
which 
had 
been 
brought 
down. 
The British flying man came 
sweeping 
back 
from 
the mists in 
which he had hidden and accounted 
for several of their number with his 
machine gun. 
His next objective was a troop train. 
He traveled along its entire length, 
punjping 
bullets 
Into 
tlie 
crowded 
cars. 
Later he did valuable scouting 
work over the enemy lines. 
Numerous Instances are related of 
pilots charging the anti-aircraft gun­ 
ners and machine-gun operators at a 
height of thirty or forty feet and si­ 
lencing the guns.

Growing the crop is not nil of the 
game. Marketing is a good half of it, 
x«nd perhaps even more. This Now 
York self-made huckster buys 'fruit 
•and vegetables just as they come from 
ithe farmer's wagons. They are deliv- 
jered at his place, often covered with 
Wrt, the fruit bruised and scratched, 
vegetables untrlmmed and all gener- 
ally unsorted. 


The fruit, particularly, the larger va- 


rieties, such as apples, peaches and 
IK-IU-S, are carefully sorted and graded 
by the huckster, the apples washed, 
and the fruit Is packed In small boxes 
or baskets, clean, uniform and highly 
|Rttractlve In appearance. Small fruits, 
*uch as cherries and berries are often 
dumped out of their original packages 
ks they come from the farmers, sorted 
and repacked In clean boxes. Cherries 
are packed in boxes that hold from 
one-half to one peck and over the top 


these decks his fruit and vegetables 
are neatly arranged, and everything 
the wagon contains is covered with 
light cloth to keep off the dust and 
insects. 


He has a large list of regular custo- 


mers among the residents of the nu- 
merous small towns of his vicinity, 
who buy all their fruit and vegetables 
from him, because they can depend 
upon getting them fresh, clean and 
sound. Of course this man's trade is 
mostly among women, and he leaves 
nothing undone which will attract their 
attention, and arouse their interest in 
the cleanliness and good condition of 
his product. His wagons are washed 
daily, his horses well groomed, and the 
harness kept clean and shiny. 


Once or twice a month he buys a big 


lot of sweetpeas or other flowers, 
makes them up into small bouquets 
and presents one to each of h^s custo- 
mers. 


Little attentions such as these al- 


ways make a friend of the .customer, 
nnd this man has found that nothing 
counts more in his business than this 
;ind of attention added to politeness, 
and an honest desire to please the peo- 
ple with whom he does business.

Dour Mother and Father: 


On the 20th instant we arrived safely 


in England. We had a fine trip, good 
weather, and a calm sea. We did not see 
a submarine during the trip, altlio we had 
;wo destroy ere aa oouvoye. We are en- 
camped in one of England's training 
cauipe. There are English eoliliere also 
in training here and eouie that have seen 
service in France, Egypt, the Balkans 
and Turkey. There are troops here in the 
Englibh army from Canada, Australia, 
South Africa, New Zealand and all parts 
of the world. The English soldiers and 
Americana mingle with each other and 
the English people treat us fine. There 
are very few men of Military age here in 
England that are not in uniform and girls 
and women are working in the mills and 
on the railways.

Tho verdict of 
absolute acquittal was a complete surprise 
to everybody, as a verdict of manslaught­ 
er was ^the least that was expected by 
those who followed the trial and under­ 
stand the part that sympathy t>lays in the 
average juryman’s mind when tho issue 
of life or death is squarely up to his de­ 
cision. Throughout tho trial Mrs. Del­ 
linger sat at the counsel table with her 
baby in her arms, and the prattle of the 
infant and the motherly devotion appa­ 
rently bestowed on the child must have 
been a powerful influence iu winning 
freedom for her. The jury brought in the 
verdict at 8:30 in the afternoon,after a de­ 
liberation since 10:30 in the morning. No 
comment was made on tho verdict by the 
court. Eight court attendants, mostly 
constables and deputy sheriffs, each con 
tributed $1 to tho woman to start her in 
the world again, after which she left the 
court house in the company of relatives. 
(juy Houck, a Hanover Youth, was 
sent to the Eastern penitentiary by Judge 
Wanner, for a term of one to three years 
on a plea of guilty to three indictments 
for larceny and burglary. The most se­ 
rious crime was breaking into tho bunk­ 
ing house of the Hanover Saving Fund 
Society on Sunday night, Aug. liJth. 
Houck also confessed that he entered tho 
dwelling house of Miss Charlotte Hauer, 
for the purpose of stealing money that he 
believed was in the house. The third of 
fense was stealing from Elmer 'Vherley^s 
automobile near Eichelberger Park, a lot 
of candy, a pie, and some jewelry. This 
last theft was committed in conjuuction 
with Harry Frey and Charles Heiner on 
Aug. 25th. The two last named each re­ 
ceived a term of ono year in the county 
jail. All had previous criminal rccords. 
Houck was in tho Huntingdon Reforma­ 
tory several years ago for entering a store 
at Hanover.
